The indictment quashed today fatl 
ed to show, in the view of Judg 
Landis, that any offense had been 
committed within the last three years. 
It did not show that during this 
statuatory period the defendants ha’ 
been engaced in interstate commerce 
The general averment that the pack- 
ing companies engaged in a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade, the court 
d@¢clared to be a mere conclusion. 
Judge Landis said: 

‘The Court is not clothed 
authority to supply, entirely by 
ference, the cOmplete omission of so 
fundamental! an element of the of- 


fense.”’ 
It was Judge Landis who fined the 


Standard Oi] Co. $29,000,000 for viola- 
tion of the Sherman law, but the 
gentence was annulled by the S8Su- 


preme Court .of the United States. 
Eight weeks after it had begun its 


investigation of alleged violations of the 
Sherman anti-trust law the Federal 
grand jury returned indictments against 
the National Packing Co. and 10 sub- 
gidiary concerns, on March 22, 1910. 

Immediately upon the announcement 
of the indictments before Judge Landis, 
the Government filed a suit seeking the 
dissolution of the National Packing Co. 
The latter action was known as a suit 
in equity, and besides those indicted 
16 firms and individuals, including the 
St. Louls Dressed Beef and Provision 
Co., were made defendants.

Judge Grosscup, on Feb. 18, 1902, 
filed an opinion stating that he would 
grant an injunction in accordance 
with the prayer of the Government's 
bill. 

The final order of the case, how- 
ever, Was not entered until April 4, 
1803. In the meantime, on March 
18, 1908, the National Packing Co. 
was organized, all of the stock of

Board Will Decide if Report- 
ers Are to Be Excluded 
From City Hospital. 





Following a discussion at Wednesday 
of the Hospital 
the board promptly 


afternoon’s meeting 
Board, at which 
overruled Commissioner John C. Morfit’s 
attempt to put a ‘‘lid” on the proceed- 
ings, the board will next Wednesday 
decide whether reporters shall be ex- 
cluded from the City Hospital and other 
institutions, as Dr. Morfit wishes. 

At the meeting Wednesday afternoon 
Morfit wanted to withhold from the 
press information about the case of a 
young wife about to becomeé a mother 
who was ordered transferred from the 
City Hospital to the Insane Osylum, 
over the strong protest of Dr. W. John 
.s.arris, who denounced the action as in- 
human. 

Morfit has been trying to make a 
secret arrangement with private hos- 
pitals for the care of public patients. 
His plan is to have emérgency cases 
treated at the private hospital near- 
est which they arise. To carry it out 





would greatly increase the cost to the 
‘public. In his letters to the heads of 
‘these institutions Dr.. Morfit has re- 

juested them to avoid giving public- 

ty to the plan. 

Protest From Physician. 

| Dr Harris, at the meeting Wednes- 
i'day afternoon, said the sending of the 
| unfortunate young woman to the Insane 
‘Asylum would perhaps haye the effect 
‘of making a temporary condition per- 
‘manent, while with proper care under 
| the right conditions she probably would 
; recover. 

Dr. Morfit severely criticised what he 
termed the guesswork of dispensary 
physicians in sending patients to the 
City Hospital for observation. 

The fact also came out in the de- 
bate that after the young woman un- 
der diseussion had been sent to the 
City Hospital it was proposed by dne 
of the physicians there that an oper- 
ation be performed in the hope of 
improving her mental condition. The 
suggestion, was vetoed by another 
physician, who held that nature, 
suitably assisted, would work a cure 
in her case. 

Woman Sent to Asylum. 

The reason given for sending her to 
the insane asylum was that there was 
no room for her in the City Hospital or 
the Female Hospital. Dr. Harris voted 
“‘No,”’ and added ‘most emphatically.” 

After it had been voted to send the 
young woman to the asylum, Dr. Morfit 
demurred to the papers being seen by 
a reporter. 

He protested that the document was 
confidential “and should not be shown 
to reporters. When the Board over- 
ruled him, Dr. Morfit requested the 
members to compel the reporter to read 
his notes to determine whether he in- 
tendéel writing anything ‘objection- 
able.”’ 

Calls Reporters “Nuisances.” 

His order against ‘reporters and 
claim agents’’ at the city hospital, Dr. 
Morfit explained, when questioned by 
members of the board, was to obviate 
breaches of discipline. 

He accused reporters of smoking in 
the wards, spitting on the floors and 
imp -rsonating physicians. He said that 
rep rters were ‘“‘nuisances’’ and “‘an- 
noyancey’ to doctors in charge and to 
the patients. 

Vice-Chairman Gray and Emil Tolkacz 
said from their experience they had 
found reporters discreet and _ trust- 
worthy. They said that until the pres- 
ence of the newsgatherers had proved 
detrimental to che welfare of patients 
they would not favor a censorship. 

Should Omit Doctor’s Names. 

Dr. W. John Harris suggested that 
the only limitation on reports of hap- 
penings at the hospitals should be the 
omission of physicians’ names from 
such accounts. 

“The publicity given medical men by 
newspapers usually causes jealousy 
among their fellows,”’ Dr. Harris said. 

Vice-Chairman Gray declared that he 
regarded the hospitals as public institu- 
tions to which the press should have 
access and the proceedings of the board 
a8 public records. In this view Dr. W. 
John Harris and Emi! Tolkacz con- 
curred. It is understood that Dr. J. B. 
Shapleigh and Dr. Ralph L. Thompson, 
other members, take the same view. Dr. 
Morfit is not a member of the board. 

Action on Dr. Morfit's recommendation 
of secrecy was, however, deferred to 
next Wednesday's meeting.

Wolf was drowned, while attempting 
to rescue her 3-year-old son, Sept. 3.

Dr. Wolf is a native of Iglau and, 
remaining there for a short time after 
the death of his first wife, he met 
Miss Schall. Returning to America sev- 
eral weeks later he resumed in St. 
Louls the practice he had established 
four years before. He correspended 
frequently with Miss Schall and one 
time, when some letters from Austria 
were delayed he cabled Miss Schall, 
asking the cause of delay and if she 
were coming to America, as he had 
proposed in preceding letters. 

Treated As a Cousin. 

About the first of July she left Vienna, 
her héme, leaving a mother and brother. 
She came to America unacquainted with 
the customs of the new country and 
with no knowledge of the English 
language. She brought trousseau, which 
she estimates cost about $80. Arriv- 
ing at Clayton she married Dr. Wolf 
July ll. Shortly after the marriage 
she says she gave her husband $400 and 


,$100 for passage to America from Aus- 


tria of one of Dr. Wolf's children. 

A week after he received this money 
Mrs. Wolf declares the doctor told her 
he loved her no better than a cousin and 
that in public she must be no more than 
a cousin to him. Consequently, she said, 
he kept their marriage secret and intre- 
duced her as his cousin. Not until 
she filed her petition for divorce 
three months later did his friends 
know of his second marriage. They sep- 
arated in October, 1908.

I was born in Oma- — 
ha, Neb.; am 21 years old, and my occupation is that of a 
bank clerk. My wife and I lived happily together, although 
she was high-tempered, and so was I. : 

On the night of the deed in Como, she displayed the worst 
temper I ever saw her in. I told her if she didn’t cease I’d put 

a stop to it. She flew into another violent temper and I took 
a sort of mallet, with which I had been mending a table leg, 
end struck her two or three times on the head and body. 

I then put the body into the trunk and at about midnight 
I dragged it down to the lake and threw it in. I remained in 
the village of Moltrasio, where our villa was, and the next 
day I went to Como. I remained in Como two days and then = 
went to Genoa and boarded the Princess Irene.

Murder Victim’s Brother Identifies

Charlton was expected to arrive to- 
day on the Steamer Deutschland, a man 
suspected by the London police hav- 
ing sailed by that steamer, but a close 
watch was kept at all piers for the 
last three days. 


Chariton was walking confidently 
down the gang plank of the Princess 
Irene when the detectives seized him. 
He acted as though he intended to 
fight and denied his _identity, but 
after a brief struggle submitted. Capt. 
Scott of the United States Army, 
brother of the murdered woman, was 
summoned and as soon as he had look- 
ed at the prisoner he told the detectives 
they had the right man. 

Chariton was hustled into a patrol 
wagon and driven hastily to the HMobo- 
ken jail, where he was put through an 
examination. 

Chariton has already been tried in 
the Itallan courts and deciared guilty 
of the crime charged against him, but 
his capture will nullify that trial and 
he will have an opportunity to put in 
a defense.

Minority Employs Expert to Pre- 
pare Views of That Body 
on the Problem. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—Republicans 
and Democrats do not agree as to the 
causes for the great increase in the cost 
of living between 1900 and 1910. 

The majority report of the special 
Senate committee which has been in- 
vestigating these questions was sub- 
mitted to the Senate today by Senator 
Lodge, chairman of the committee. A 
meeting was held prior to the presenta- 
tion of the report and the minority mem- 
bers of the committee protested against 
the character of the findings. 

After a long argument the minority 
was authorized to employ an expert to 
go over the report of the majority and 
prepare the minority views for submis- 
sion to the Senate. 

The report made by Senator Lodge 
was an exhaustive one, compiled from 
testimony given by 41 witnesses, reports 
received from consuls and from foreign 
governments. It contains a large num- 
ber of tables giving the range of prices 
over the last decade. The majority 
charges that its work was restricted by 
reason of the refusal of the Senate to 
appropriate the $65,000 asked for by the 
committee which would have been used 
to employ agents in the field.

GIVES CUSTOMERS 
HONEST WEIGHT 


Dealer in Ghetto Cuts Off 
tart of Porterhouse Steak 
Not Eaten. 





DIFFERENCE IN SCALES 





Short Measure and Over- 
charges Found Among Gro- 
cers by Post-Dispatch. 





After having been cheated by many 
West End grocers and market men, the 
Post-Dispatch short-weight investigator 
went to the Ghetto and other sections 
of the city where the very poor buy 
their food. - 

The reporter stopped at a meat mar- 
ket in the very heart of the Ghetto. 

“What is the price of kosher porte?- 
heuse?’ the reporter inquired. 

“Well,” said the butcher, taking a 
piece of meat from his cooler, “I have 
two prices. If you take the cut just as 
it is, the price is 15 cents a pound If 
I cut off the shank, giving you the part 
only that can be eaten, the price is 2 
“cents.’’ 

In all of the reporter’s rounds of the 
city this Ghetto butcher was the only 
one who was frank enough to offer to 
cut off the uneatable parts of a steak 
Porterhouse steaks, of apparently no 
better quality, were sold in other places 
at % cents a pound, the tail plece be- 
ing weighed in. 

There is almost one-third of the 
weight of the average porterhouse steak 
that cannot be eaten. Butchers = say 
they have to pay for it in buying the 
carcass and have to sell it as a part 
of the high-priced cuts. 

The reporter bought a pound of the 
15-cent kosher meat. The meat weighed, 
on the tested scale, 174% ounces—l\ 
ounces over a pound. The buytcher's 
fairness in. offering to cut off the unfit 
portion of the steak and the fact that it 
weighed more than a pound seemed to 
be a sufficient guarantee that his cus- 
tomers were getting all they paid for in 
his shop. - 
Buys Ham Twice. 

At another place just outside of the 
Ghetto the reporter bought, at different 
times, two pounds of ham. 

The first plece weighed 14% oundées, 
and the second, 15% ounces, There was 
a loss of 1% ounces on the two pur- 
chases. At another place in the same 
neighborhood he bqught, for butter, a 
pound of oleo, that weighed on the 
tested scale, 14% ounces. 

The reporter then went to some of 
the South Side districts where poor peo- 
ple make their daily purohases of food. 
A five-pound package of beans, bought 
for % cents, was one ounce short, A 
fcur-pound package of sugar proved to 
be 1% ounces overweight. A pound of 
lard, bought in rnrother place, includ- 
‘ng the weight oc the wood tray, was 
aS ounces, Several other places were 
visited, and the purchases generally 
showed full weight, some times a little 
overweight. 

There is one grocer in St. Louls who 
ought to have a big trade—if he could 
afford to run his business as he was 
doing when the short-weight investiga- 
tor visited him on two occasions. 

Honest Grocer, 

The reporter bought, on the first visit, 
a pound of bacon.- The grocery man 
guessed at the pound and whacked off 
a piece. 

“IT missed it by two ounces,” he said, 
after weighing it. “Will you take this 
plece or shall I cut you off the full 
pound?” 

’ The reperter asked him to make it 
a pound. When the bacon was weighed 
it tipped the beam at exactly 16 ounces. 

This grocer was more generous on 
the second trip. He was out of bacon, 
but he had salt pork at. 2 cents a 
pound. 

He cut off quite a large piece, and 
put it on the scale. 

“IT got only 12 ounces,’’ he said. 
have to cut another piece.”’ 

He cut off another generous slice, 
and the two pieces balanced exactly 
on his scale at the pound notch. The 
scale had a new city inspection tag 
on it. 


“T'll 


Half Pound Overweight. 

When the salt pork was weighed on 
the tested scale it was found to be one- 
half pound over weight. The reporter 
Was 10 cents ahead on the sale, and 
of course the dealer was out that 
amount. 

‘During the part of the day when 
trade is slack many grocers put up 
26c, Bc and $1 packages of sugar. 
ready to hand out to customers in 
busy hours. Many of these packages 
do not contain full weight. 

At a West End grocery store the re- 
porter bought, at different times, two 
25c packages of sugar. The grocer 
was selling four pounds of sugar for 
a quarter. The first package was 
four and one-quarter ounces short, and 
the second was two ounces short, 
making six and one-quarter ounces 
—almost half a pound—on the two 
purchases. 

At another grocery store north of 
Page avenue two purchases were 
made. That grocery sold three and 
one-half pounds of sugar for 25 cents.

A St. Louls committee of 100 citi- 
zens has reauested Gov. Hadley to 
‘have the Board of Blection Commis- 
‘sioners submit the names of al!

partment for investigation. 

The dicdientee declares that Gov. 
Hadley charged in his campaign that 
99,000 fraudulent votes were cast in 
St. Louis primaries two years ago. 
It has called upon him to take steps 
-to prevent wholesale frauds in St. 
Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph at 
primaries. The commit- 
tee’s theory is that it is better to 
prevent frauds than to attempt to 
<orrect them afterwards. 
®% The committee called 
ae Board of Election Commission- 
irs and requested it to call meetings 
of citizens in each ward to suggest 
the names of suifable men for judges 
and clerks of election. The election 
commissioners requested the citi- 
zens’ committee’ to call the meetings 
and make the suggestions and prom- 
ised to give consideration to all 
names offered in that way.

other to cal] the meetings. The com- 
mittee then took up the matter with the 
Governor. Authorized representatives 
of the committee had two conferences 
with Gov. Hadley, but he has not yet

| have the investigation into the fitness 


of judges and clerks meade by the 
police. 

The committee now takes the view 
that the Election Commissioners will 
have to bear the moral responsibility 
for the character of the judges and 
clerks. It declares the publication of 
the names of judges and clerks, with- 
out police investigations having been 
made, is of little use. 

The committee believes the police in- 
vestigations will result in disreputable 
characters being stricken from the lists.

Roosevelt had never con- 
fided in him. 

Then Ryan prophesied that if the 
Democrats used good judgment, which 
meant the selection of the right kind 
of men and the advocacy of the right 
principles, they would be “success- 
ful” all over. The party could grow 
stronger “if it tried,” he said, with 
calm assurance. Oh, yes, financial 
conditions were very good and spoke 
for themselves.

Smith, an engineer now at Portland, 
Ore. Yesterday the young man’s moth- 


er came from Waterford, N. Y., to take 
him from the hospital, his condition 
having improved enough to warrant 
this, although his memory was still a 
blank. 

As Mrs. Smith and her son were pass- 
ing along the corridor of the hospital 
attendants stepped up behind Smith and 
clapped a hat on his head. This 
aroused Smith’s anger and he attacked 
the attendant. In the scuffle his head 
struck against a door frame. 

Five minutes later Smith was in fu!l 
possession of all his mental faculties. 
He told the physicians that last No- 
vember he was attacked in Manhattan 
by highwaymen and struck on the head 
with a sandbag. He is 2 years old. 





Laughs Himself to Death 
After Finding 20 Cents. 

HELENA, Mont., June 23.—When 
Thomas Henry Brown, an employe of a 
saloon at Marysville, near Helena, found 
two nickels and a dime on the floor 
yesterday he began laughing at his 
good fortune and continued to laugh 
violently until he fell over dead. 

His violent laughter broke a blood 
vessel. Brown was a negro, 69 years 
old. 





Severe Fright Likely 
to Cause Boy's Death. 

BURLINGTON, N. J., June 23.—Dying 
of fright, according to physicians, Keith 
Tatlow, 8 years old, son of J. Fletcher 
Tatlow of Oakland, Cal., started today 
across the continent to his home. His 
mother and Dr. Marcus Newcomb ac- 
companied him. 

Eight weeks ago the boy with two 
companions was playing in a boat on 
the shore of Assiscunk creek. The 
owner of the boat, to scare them, 
threatened that he would drown them 
as a warning to others. He actually 
dumped two of the boys-into the shal- 
low water, it is alleged. 

Young Tatlow, frightened into 4 
spasm, was pulled out of the water 
and taken home. The boy, naturally 
of a nervous temperament, collapsed 
and typhoid fever developed. The feve- 
passed away but the boy continued in 
a state of constant fright. 

Tuberculosis has developel because 
of his weakened condition, and the doc- 
tors decided California air and home 
surroundings alone offer the chance 
for saving his life.

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Aroused by the death of Miss Florence 
Phillips of 4618 Bell avenue, who was 
killed by a Suburban car half a block 
from her home Monday morning, mem- 
bers of the West End Business Men's 
Association have renewed their fight 
against the present style of fender used 
by the United Railways. 

They show that, since 1907, 54 persons, 
ranging in: age from 2 to 7 years, 
have been killed by street cars in St. 
Louls. 

The members of this assoctation main- 
tain that the present style of fender is 
not a life saver, and that to be caught 
by a moving street car. is almost cer- 
tain death. 

D. D. Holmes, chairman of the Fen- 
der Committee of the West End Busi- 
ness Men’s Association, thus voices the 
views of his fellow members: 

Chairman Holmes’ Statement. 

The death of Miss Florence Phil- 
lips beneath a Hodiamont car Mon- 
day calls our attention again to the 
inefficiency of the fenders in use by 
the United Railways Co. in 8t. Louis. 

It js now more than a year since 
the West End Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation first asked the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements to obtain for St. 
Louis a better street car fender. The 
board has pleaded lack of time to 
consider the matter properly, and 
meantime, people are being killed 
with greater frequency than ever. 

In 1907, there were seven fender 
accidents resulting fatally. 

In 1908 there were 11. 

In 19009 there were 21, and in less 
than half a year of 1910 there have 
been 14. Nine of these persons were 
killed instantly. 

Fender's Inefficiency *roved, 

That the present fender ts wholly 
inefficient is obvieus to the most 
casual observer. In the many tests 
that have been made with a view of 
determining the value of various 
makes of fenders it has been demon- 
strated that it is impossible to make 
a fender that will pick up a body that 
lies prone on the track. 

What the situation demands !s a 
projecting fender, forming a _ re- 
ceptacie into which a person can 
jump, fall or be knocked, because 
probably not mere than one person 
in one hundred is lying dewn when 
struck by a street car. 

The United Railways argue that a 
projecting fender would only in- 
crease the danger of being struck. 
They might as well argue that to 
increase the length of their cars, or 
to have a front platform, is perilous 
to the public. 

The fender in use by the United 
Railways Co., before it can begin to 
try to pick up the victim of an acei- 
dent, must first knock that person 
fiat on the track, roll him or her un- 
der the car, past .a let of rods, a 
sand spout, a compressed air tank 
and other machinery seen under the: 
front end of the car, te the point 
where the fender, if it “works” at 
all, will shove and roll and crunch 
one along until the car stops, or else 
will, as in most cases, let the body 
slide under the fender te be further 
crushed by the wheels and axles of 
the car. 

B. P. I. Is Responsible. 

The most casual examination of the 
conditions under the front of the car, 
and the various things that one must 
come in contact with before he 
reaches the fender, will make it clear 
to anyone why we so rarely hear of 
one who is caught in front of a mov- 
ing street car escaping with his life. 

There is no chance for an adult 
person ever to reach the fender with- 
out first receiving injuries that in 
most cases must be fatal. 

The responsibility and hence the 
blame for the centinued use of the 
present fender rests with the Board 
of Public Improvements, and wynti! 
the board sees fit to act it means 
death to those who are canght in 
front of moving street cars in St. 
Teuils. 


ILL CLASSES ARE 


UNITED IN ASKING 
rOR PARK SYSTEM 


Petition to Beautify St. Louis 
County Has Required Num- 
ber of Signatures. 





More than enough signatures have 
been attached to the Civic League's 
petition for outer park system in &t. 
Louis County to insure the submis- 
sion of the question to the voters this 
fall. The law requires 5 per cent of 
the qualified voters in the city and 
county respectively, or 7500 in the 
city and 750 in the county. More 
than 8000 signatures have been. ob- 
tained in St. Louts, and about 750 in 
the county. 

However, to guard against the pos- 
sibility that some of the names may 
prove not to be those of legal voters, 
the canvassers will continue to 80- 
licit signatures until] 9000 or 10,000 
names have been signed. 

Plan Is Popular, 

The Jists sent in contain the names 
of voters from every profession and 
trade. The members of a-number of 
labor unions signed the petition al- 
most to a man. The managers and 
employes of the big wholesale houses 
on Washington avenuo, bankers and 
professional. men _ all over the city 
took an interest in the proposed sys- 
tem. 

The plans of the Civic League pro- 
vide for a semi-circle of public parks 
surrounding the city, and situated at 
Jefferson Barracks, Meramec High- 
lands, Creve Coeur Lake, 6n the bluffs 
east of St. Charles, at-Spanish\ Lake 
and the Chain of ROcks>—Kour con- 
centric semi-circles/of boulevards are 
to unite the proposed parks, the larger 
towns of the county, and. the parks 
already existent in St. Louts. 

Selecting Advisory Board. 

The league is preparing a list of 50 
men in the city and 60 in St. Louts 
County who will be asked to serve 
as an advisory board in the cam- 
paign. 

The law requires that ‘‘a majority of 
those voting on the proposition shall be 
wecessary to carry the proposed sys- 
tem.

45,000,000 EGGS ARE BEING 
HELD FOR HIGH WINTER PRICES 


$700,000 Profit Is Expected of 
Owners of Product in 
Cold Storage. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 23.—Forty- 
five million eggs have been shipped 
into this city since April 1, and 
placed in cold storage by the ware- 
housemen, to remain there until the 
high prices of last winter are dupli- 
cated. The eggs come mostly from 
Indiana, Michigan 
were purchased at an average price 
of 23% to 24 cents a dozen. Two 
cents a dozen is added to cover insur- 
ance, storage, etc., which brings the 
total to about 26 cents a dozen. 

If eggs can be retailed in New 
York next winter at 45 cents a dozen 
—which they fetched last winter— 
there will be a profit of 19 cents a 
dozen or a total of something over 
$700,000.

NEW AERO COUNCIL 





New York Organization Will 
No Longer Control Flight | 
Contests. 





A tract of land to be used jointly for 
a permanent exposition and an aviation 
field is being sought by promoters of 
the exposition and Albert Bond Lam- 
bert, president of the Aere Club of 8t 
Louts, 


It is expected that money will be 
raised by private subscription to buy or 
lease the necessary tract of land. 

At a meeting of citizens and represen- 
tatives of several St. Louis business 
organizations at the Planters Hotel 
Thursday afternoon it is probable that 
the plan for the joint use of a field by 
the exposition and the Aero Club | will 
be considered. 

The Business Men’s League, accord- 
ing to one of its officials, will not un- 
dertake to finance the aviation field. 
President Lambert sent a letter to the 
League requesting it to put up $20,000 
for the aviation field. 

The league has not money available 
for the aviation field, and it is under- 
stood that President Lambert has fa- 
vorably considered a proposition to join 
the exposition promoters in the pur- 
chase of a site to be used by both 
organizations. 


B. M. L. to Be Represented. 
The Business Men’s eague will be 


represented at the Planters Hotel meet- 
ing. Other organizations to be repre- 
sented are the Million Club, Missouri 
Manufacturers’ Association, Hotel 
Men's Association, Conventions Bureau, 
Real Estate and Merchants exchanges. 

The exposition promoters hope to raise 


| from $2,000,000 to $5,000,000 for the per- 
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manent exposition. Among the leaders 
in the movement are C. F. Blanke, Ly- 
man T. Hay, Goodman King, J. D. 

Ables, Walker Hill, A. 0. Wilson, O. 
L. Whitelaw, W. F. Saunders, H. W.

J. Troy, A. O. Rule, A. H. Frederick, 
Charles F. Wenneker, Frank Galienne, 
M. W. Cochrane and George H. Mor- 
gan. 

With the announcement Thursday that 
Morning-Side Park, a subdivision of 110 
acres in Southampton, has been offered 
for use free of charge to the St. Louis 
Aero Club, comes the news from New 
York that the Aero Club of America has 
abdicated its claim to supremacy in the 
™anagement of international and na- 
tional aeronautical events in America. 

These events are full of import for the 
future of aeronautics in St. Louls. The 
public aviation field, which would be the 
only one-of its kind in the country, 
would make this city the aviation center 
of America, its advocates believe. 

It is certain that St. Louis will 
take a prominent part in the new 
National Aeronautic Council, to be 
composed of a representative of each 
of the leading aero clubs of the coun- 
try, and to which, after this year, 
the Aero Club of America will sur- 
render the selection of sites and the 
management of international races, 
and the sanctioning of national 
meets. 

No Charge for Site. 

Morning-Side Park, which adjoins the 
Francis farm, is said by Albert Bond 
Lambert, president of the Aero Club of 
America, to be the only site within the 
city limits with enough flat, open space 
on which an areoplane can fly. The 
owner of the subdivision, John McDer- 
mott, tendered the use of the park 
without charge Wednesday. 

McDermott offered to permit the club 
to eut down all the trees on the site and 

rade it to a level, s0 as to make it into 
a perfect course, Lambert stated Thurs- 
day that no decision had been reached 
as to McDermott’s offer, and that he 
would await the action of the Business 
Men’s League before accepting or de- 
clining. 

According to news dispatches from 
New York, a prodigious row broke up 
a joint meeting of the American Aero- 
nautical Association and the Aeronautic 
Federation of America, Wednesday, at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. The association, 
which supports the Aero Club of Amer- 
ica, bolted the convention, and will or- 
ganize Thursday the National Council 
which has been sanctioned by the Aero 
Club of America. 

in order to contest with the latter 
ganization and its affiliated clubs su- 
premacy in American aviation, the fed- 
eration elected Hudson Maxim, the gun 
inventor, as president. 

“The St. Louis Aero Club was invited 
to attend this conference,’ said Lam- 
bert, “but we thought there would be 
a row, so neither St. Louls nor India- 
napolis was represented at the confer- 
ence. We kept clear of the fight.’’ 

Merging of Clubs Fails. 

There had been widespread complaint 
that the Aero Club of America, though. 
asserting its sovereign power in nation- 
al aeronautics, was really only a New 
York organization. A large movement 
of insurgency arose against the club, 
and the insurgents were divided into the 
moderates, belong to the Aeronautica! 
Association, and the radicals, who 
formed the Aeronautic Federation. 

The campaign to merge these two 
bodies failed in New York Wednesday 
because the members of the association 
were content.with the concessions made 


by the Aero Club of America, while 


the members of the Federation thought 
the Aero Club of America should be 
stripped of every power. 

Under the new agreement, the Aero 
Ciub retains its position as the American 
representative of the International Aero- 
hautical Federation and the right to 
name the chairman of the Nationa! |

LONDON, June 23.—A sensation was 


caused in Anglo-American circles here 
by the postponing of the wedding of 
Prince Antoine Albert Radziwill and Miss 
Dorothy Deacon of Boston, which had 
been set for Wednesday. 

Prince Radziwill was notified by the 
priest in charge of St. Marv’s Catholic 
Chapel, an unpretentious little edifice 
off Cadogan Square, where the marriage 
was to be solemnized, that some further 
papers from his parish priest and the 
bride’s in Rome were necessary before 
the ceremony could be performed. These 
documents were telegraphed for, but as 
they cannot reach:London before Friday, 
the wedding cannot take place earlier 
than Saturday. 

Many friends gathered at the 
church at the appointed hour. They 
were told that no ceremony would 
take place, and the priest added that 
he had no information in regard to 
when it would take place. 

Diplomatic Excuse Given. 

Mrs. Baldwin, the  bride-elect’s 
mother, explained to callers at her 
hotel that the delay was caused by 
the non-arrival of the Prince's uncle.

But this was merely a diplomatic ex- 
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cuse. The Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent hears that Prince Radziwil’s 
mother remains wholly unreconciled 
to the match, notwithstanding the 
presence here of her sister. Mme, De 
Halpert, formerly Princess Strozsi, 
who came at the request of her 
nephew so that Miss Dorothy Deacon 
should have a proper chaperone. 
There was a rumor that the Rus- 
sian embassy had intervened to pre- 
vent the unioy, acting at the instance 
of the Russian Government, on the re. 
quest of Prince Radziwil'’s mother, but 
this was denied at the embassy when 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent in- 


quired there. 
Owing to the mental Incompetence of 


his father, who is in a sanitarium, 
Prince. Radziwil is joint trustee of the 
paternal estates m Lithuania with his 
mother. For acting as such trustee he 
gets $6000 a year, but he cannot inherit 
any of his mother’s vast estate inher- 
ited ffom the Branicka family unless he 
obtains her pardon. 
However, lhe wi!l be rich tn his own 
er dies. Besides, he 
can apply to the courts to increase his 
present allowazce on his marriage.

When President Lambert of the Aero

when they come here Oct. 8 the interest 
in the flights would be greatly in- 
creased. Lambert had hoped that his 
brother, Wooster Lambert, would have 
a Wright flyer in time for the Octo- 
ber races, but the wealthy young bache- 
lor fqund last week at Indianapolis that 
the Wright machines were not for sale. 

“Aeroplanes have passed the experi- 
mental stage,’ said Prince to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter before he left St.

RELICS OF 1860 ARE FOUND 
IN A CHURCH CORNER STONE 





Coins Placed There Are Intact, 


but Books and Papers Are 
Disintegrated. 


Workmen tearing away the masonry 
at the northwest corner of Christ 
Church Cathedral Wednesday to lay a 
new foundation for the $75,000 tower to 
be erected, discovered the cornerstone 


laid April 22, 1860, by Bishop Hawks. In 
the cornerstone was a zinc-lined box, but 
the top was not sealed on and it was 
half filled with water, which is sup- 
posed to have got into it during the 
period of construction. There was delay 
in the work in 1860, owing to the break- 
ing out of the war, and water probably 
was permitted to get into !t then. 

The box contained a gold dollar, two 
half-dollars, one dime, one half-dime, a 
8-cent piece and a penny. There was a 
prayer book and a Bible and some 
newspapers, but they were so nearly 
reduced to a pulp that they could not be 
dectphered. Dean Carroll M. Davis teok 
charge of the relics.

THE ZEPPELIN ACHIEVEMENT. 

The successful voyage of the Zeppelin airship, 
carrying 20 passengers a distance of 300 miles in 
nine hours, over the actual route planned in ad- 
vance, is an achievement which becomes the 
more wonderful as it is analyzed and contrasted 
with the trips of the first steamboat and the first 
locomotive of practical merit. 

A century and a quarter ago John Fitch's 
steamship made its initial demonstration. It ay- 
eraged five miles an hour, but went only a few 
miles. The Zeppelin dirigible averaged 33 and at 
times exceeded 43 miles an hour. The airship 
carried 20 passengers, while the first steam-driven 
vessel carried but seven, counting the crew; Rob- 
ert Fulton’s first steamboat, the Clermont, was 
$2 hours going 150 miles. 

_Stephenson’s first practical locomotive, the 
Rocket, made less than fourteen miles an hour in 
1829 between Liverpool and Manchester, and it 
stopped frequently for fuel. 

The modern 46,000-ton Atlantic liner, with its 
nine decks and accommodations for several thou- 
Sand passengers and crew, is the evolution of 
John Fitch’s steamboat. The giant locomotives 
that haul trains almost a mile long are the out- 
come of Stephenson’s Rocket. Who will venture 
to predict the limitations of the aerial craft which 
the next decade, even, will produce? 

The first steamboat was designed by a Con- 
necticut Yankee and made its first trip on an 
American river. What a pity that the record 
has not a parallel in the navigation of the air! 
It is true that the gasoline motor which drove the 
Zeppelin airship on its epoch-making trip was 
the basic invention of an American, but in the 
development of the three great methods of loco- 
motion in the twentieth century—automobile, aer- 
oplane and dirigible—we of the United States 
have in at least two of them lagged behind the. 
experimenters and inventors of France and Ger-

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MAKING THE PUBLIC PAY. 

Moved by the piteous appeals of George W. 
Perkins, the Chicago Beef Trust has agreed to ac- 
cept freight rate increases of 11 per cent upon fits 
products. 

Mr. Perkins’ task was not difficult. In the in- 
terrelation of modern capitalism, powerful influ- 
ences backed his argument. The same men may 
own stock in the Beef Trust, in the railroads, in 
the Steel Trust that sells them rails; in a dozen 
related industries. In any event, the Beef Trust 
will not bear the new rates. It can make the pub- 
lic pay. 

The small shipper cannot do this. In his be- 
half higher rates must -be and will be fought 
under the new railroad act. And the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, in spite of interested pre- 
dictions, may find that the roads are making 
money enough at present rates. 

Our railroads in general were built by the sale 
of bonds. These bonds are held as investments. 
The amount of interest paid on railroad bonds has 
increased 57 per cent in 12 years, which is in 
reasonable proportion to developmen. 

Railroad stock in many cases was originally is- 
sued as bonus, representing no expenditure, Un- 
like bonds, stocks in very large part are held for 
purposes of speculation and control. Dividends 
on stocks have been increased 184 per cent in 12 
years; the market value of many stocks has risen 
greatly and the controlling interests have corre- 
spondingly profited. Such dividend increases as 
Harriman’s unexpected 10 per cent on Union Pa- 
cific were declared solely for stock-jobbing pur- 
poses. In other cases it was sought to capitalize 
the exceptional conditions of 1907 before the 
panic. 

By raising dividends railroad manipulators fig- 
ured upon adding a billion dollars to the market 
value of stocks. By raising rates they would now 
make the public pay interest on the billion. 
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Who can feel safe when one good brother calls 
another a “black-hearted demon” in the course 
of a prayer in church? 
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ROTTEN. 
An apology for what is called the “Colonial 
Policy of the United States,” published in Dr. Ab- 
bott’s weekly, is much too long. The one word, 
“Rotten,” covers it. . 
It is the same policy as that pursued by Lord 
North and his Tories against America. It has 
been more brutal. It is still more fraudulent 
than that against which Chatham protested by de- 
claring that if he were an American he would ney- 
er submit to it—never! Americans have not yet 
submitted. They never will.

If needs be, have 
a few tracts in each park only, but the smallest 
efforts of the great army of gardeners now pdt- 
tering about with flower experiments should be 
sufficient to provide an abundance of fruit for our 
institutions, and some revenue also, besides an 
additional ornamentation.

FOUND A BURIED TOWN. 


Every once in a while excavation 
in Southern Arizona results in the 


| discovery of a buried village, says 


the Kansas City Star. The most re- 
cent discovery of this kind was made 
by Frank C. Erwin at his home, 14 
miles from Cochise. 

Three miles from his ranch Erwin 
started io dig an irrigation ditch. 
Only a few feet under the surface he 
began to uncover utensils of a shape 
and material which irdicated that 
they had been used by a race prob- 
ably as old as the Cibola, that 
strange people whose “Seven Fam- 
ous Cities” was the lure that brought 
Father Niza and the neg-o Estevani- 
cio from the Spanish mission at Cul- 
facan north along the Senora River 
to the old city of Tabas, near Tuc- 
son, which expeditior was the be- 
ginning of civilization in Arizona. 

After digging deeper Erwin came 
across a wall, which he followed for 
20 ~=—s— feet. Further investigation 
brought to light hundreds of bones 
well preserved, one skeleton being 
intact. When an attempt was made 
to take up tha skeleton it fell to 
pieces. Among the treasures un- 
earthed was a slab on which were 
written curious figures representing 
men and birds and animals. Erwin 
took several of the relics into Tomb- 
stone, and will send others to the 
Smithsonian Institution.

Serious Injury 


HE champion escaped from the en- 
ag thusiastic Reno crowd as soon as 
he could, merely dropping into the 
hotel at Reno for a few minutes and 
then going out to the quarters in an 
automobile.

FTER closely watching Jim Jeffries 
A during his first day in Reno, I am 
convinced the high altitude will 
not affect him in the least.

EMPIRE CITY TRACK GETS 
BRIGHTON BEACH RACE DATES 


NEW YORK, June 23.—At a meeting 
of the Jockey Club stewards last night 
it was decided to transfer the racing 
dates of the Brighton Beach track to 
the Empire City track, at Yonkers. The 
change will give Yonkers 26 days of 
racing. 

The recent announcement that. the 
Brighton Beach Association would hold 
an automobile race on its track July 15 
and 16, in the midst of its allotted horse- 
racing dates, was the first word the 
Jockey Club had received that the as- 
sociation would not carry out its pro- 
gram.

Electricity for the City Hall group 


of bullidings was manufactured by the 


municipal plant last year at a cost of 
1.1 cents a kilowatt hour. The plant 
saved the city; on electricity alone, $22,- 
820 during the year. 

The success of the municipal plant, 
which furnished light, power and heat 
for the city hall, and light for the Four 
Courts, Police Headquarters, the Court 
House, old City Hall and the Ninth 
Street Engine House, will result in its 
enlargement or the erection of a new 
plant. 

Union Electric is furnishing current 
to the city at 4% cents a kilowatt hour. 
It was charging 13 cents when the mu- 
nicipal plant was built, at a cost of $40,- 
000, in 1903. The plant saves enough to 
pay for itself every 18 months or two 
years. 

The report of Manager James W. 
Wood shows the plant generated 780,000 
kilowatt hours of current during the 
year. This would have cost at Union 
Hleétric rates, $35,293. The total cost of 
generating the current was $8759. 

Cost Is Cheap. 

The entire cost of operating the plant, 
which ineftudes the heating of the build- 
ing and 6. per cent for depreciation, was 
$21,940. The cost of current, including 
the heating of the city hall, was but 
2.7 cents a kilowatt hour. 

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements is figuring on plans 

* f5r & new municipal electric plant on 
Poplar street. It may be that the ca- 
pacity of The present plant can be en- 
larged enough to furnish light and heat 
for the new Municipal Courts Building, 
now being erected. 

‘The city can manufacture its own 
current very much cheaper than it can 
‘buy it at the 4% cent rate,” said Presi- 
dent Reber. 

Residence consumers in 8t. Louis pay 
12 cents a kilowatt hour, and bustness 
consumers pay a varying schedule of 
rates, according to the amount con- 
sumed and the hours’ use of their equip- 
ment.
